Threatens Fire Alarm. 

“We intend to fight this strike to the 
limit,” declared Ald. Clark, chairman 
of the subcommittee, after Knott had 
delivered his ultimatum. “We wil 
employ strikebreakers if necessary to 
keep the ifghts. lit. This is an out- 
rage.” . 

Knott countered with a threat to 
“‘pull” the city fire alarm system where 
ten of his men, members of his union, 
Local, No. 9, are employed as oper- 
ators. This would maerially increase 
the city’s fire hazard. The operators 
will go out, Knott says, at 8 o’clock 
next Wednesday, if his demands are 
not met by that time. 

The strike threatens to bring the 
city administration into a hard struggle 
with unionism. . Knott declares he has 
received threats from members of 
Mayor Thompson's official family that 
he will be “indicted or thrown into 
jail” if he attempts to enforce the de- 
mands of his men. ! 

Police Guard Stations. 

At midnight last night Chief of Po- 
lice Fitzmorris sent a policeman to 
guard each of the city’s thirteen elec- 
trical substations where the electric 
current, purchased from other corpora- 
tions, is distributed throughout the 
city. 

Ald. Garner and Commissioner of 
Gas and Electricity Keith announced 
that negotiations will be opened with 
the Commonwealth Edison company 
today to contract the work now done 
by the strikers. To have the work 
done by contract would mean that the 
city jobs would be abolished. 

In addition to their pay, the repair- 
men and trimmers get $125 a month for 
maintenance of their automobiles, two 
weeks sick leave, and two eks vaca- 
tion a year, and pension benefits, Ald. 
Kostner pointed out. 

Chief Causes of Contention. 

The chief bone of contention is over 
the increases demanded for assistant 
superintendents of construction, fore- 
men, and linemen. A comparison of 
the present pay of these ranks and 
their demands follows:

EYE THROWS OFF 
MYSTERY FORCE, 
SCIENTIST AVERS 


Tests Show Stare 
Moves Object.

LONDON, July 8.—A new physiolog- 
ical force has been discovered after 
three years of patient research by Dr. 
Charles Russ. 

He has invented an instrument 
which shows that there lies in the hu- 
man eye a certain definite power which 
is distinct from suppositions, influences 
of will power, or occultism. 

This was the announcement made 
today at a meeting of the Oxford Oph- 
thalmological congress. 


Doctor Is an Electrician. 

Dr. Russ, an electrician as well as 
& @nedical man, has given all his spare 
time during the last three years to ex- 
perimenting on thgp theory that the 
human eye gave forth some ray or ra- 
diation, a force that might possibly 
have some analogy to light or heat. 

- His various experiments culminated 
in the idea of a brass cylinder in 
which he hung a delicate spiral of fine 
copper wire. This solenoid was wound 
upon a cylinder of celluloid and was 
suspended by a fiber of unspun silk 
contained within a long glass tube. A 
small magnet held the solenoid in po- 
sition and the apparatus was elec- 
trically earthed by a connective wire. 


_ Stare Moves Object. 

Dr. Russ observed that if he gazed 
steadily through the window slot at 
one end of the suspended body it 
would start into motion Away from 
his observing eye. When he looked at 
the true center it stopped, and if he 
gazed at the opposite end it moved in 
the reverse direction. — 

Dr., Russ asserts that when one per- 
son looks at another there is an ac- 
tual transmission of power. This 
power, or force, or influence is sus- 
ceptible of measurement by his appar-' 
atus.

SURRENDER 


ARMISTICE 


De Valera Accepts

DUBLIN, July 8.—Irish peace is in 
sight. An armistice to go into effect 
next Monday noon was agreed upon 
at a conference at the Mansion House 
‘today between Gen. Sir Nevil Mac- 
Ready, 
British forces in Ireland, and repre- 
sentatives of all sections of opinion in 
southern Ireland. 

The terms of the truce will be an- 
nounced tomorrow morning, the de- 
tails yet remaining to be worked out, 
and until then no further statement 
will be made, but it is understood the 
Irish will not be required to surrender 
their arms. 

Hold All Day Conference. 

The agreement for the cessation of 
hostilities was the result of an all 
day conférence, beginning at il 
o'clock this morning and breaking up 
at 9 o’clock tonight. The members of 
the conference were the same as those 
attending the previous session, neither 
Sir James Craig nor Gen. Jan Smuts 
attending. Eamoon de Valera and 
Arthur Criffith represented the Sinn 
Fein and the Earl of Middleton, Sir 
A. Woods, Sir Maurice Dockrell, and 
Andrew Jameson appeared for the 
southern. Unionists. 

The first session broke up st 1 
o'clock this afternoon, when it was an- 
nounced the meeting would be re- 
sumed at 4 o'clock. Shortly after 4 
o'clock an aid de camp arrived from 
the British general headquarters bear- 
nig a dispatch. He was taken to the 
conference room and soon dashed out 


Gen. MacReady Arrives. 

A little before 5 o’clock Gen. Mac- 
Ready, in full uniform, appeared un- 
escorted for the first time in the Dub- 
lin streets, drove up and entered the 
conference room, where he remained 
for an hour. When he left he said 
he was going to consult with Prime 
Minister Lloyd George by direct wire 
and in less than an hour he returned. 
When he came out ane he was smil- 
ing a.d he whispe to the lord 
mayor, “It is all over.” 

A little later the southern Unionists 
emerged and the Earl of Middleton 
smilingly thanked the lord mayor for 
his peace efforts, which, he said, had 
been fully justified. 

Lord Mayor Addresses Crowd. 
Shortly after the conference disband- 
ed the lord mayor, speaking from the 
Mansion house steps to the assembled

’ Rumor Cause of Veto? 


Mr. Miller did not notify the attor- 
ney general’s office of the evidence in 
his possession until recently, but it 
was rumored all spring that the state 
treasurer was going .to make some 
startling revelations at the adjourn- 
ment of the legislature. This report 
reached the ears of the administration 
and it feared: the attorney general 
would institute civil action to recover 
the money. 

_Gov. Small vetoed the attorney gen-/ 
eral’s appropriation. and issued 4a 
lengthy statement in Chicago early this 
eek charging Mr. Brundage with iax- 
y in the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion laws. In the meantime the evi- 
dence had been-turned over to Mr. 
Brundage by Mr. Miller and the attor- 
ney general declared the governor was 
attempting to camouflage the real issue 
behind his veto with the prohibition 
non-enforcement charges. Mr. Brun- 
dage said the real motive for the veto 
would be disclosed later. 2 

Small Confers with City Hall. 

Gov. Small thee’ made a quiet trip 
into Chicago, during which he con- 
ferred with Lundin, Mayor Thompson, 
and Corporation Counsel Ettelson. All 
sorts of rumors were heard as to what 
the attorney general’s action would 
be. One was that he would press 
special grand jury action in the vote 
fraud cases at the last Chicago ju- 
dicial election. 

Another was that a conference 
would be held with downstate attor- 
neys and legislators relative to the 
possibility of impeaching the governor.

[Seltzer]. 

The first is the second instaliment 
of the life of John Gombarov, the im- 
migrant, whose earlier years of brain 
fertilization and cultivation in various 
Aryan lands we followed, somewhat 
languidly, it must be confessed, through 
“The Mask.” 

Cournos himself came to America an 
alien from Rugsia, and although he 
denies it, he still finds readers who 
think he Is telling the story of his own 
experiences in “ The "and “ The 
Wall.” The titles of course, sym- 
bolic. Cournos hasn’t forgotten how 
Tolstoi, Dostolevsky, Turgenev, and 
more particularly Sienkiewicz and even 
Lessing wrote. But he lacks the grace 
of some and the humanness of others. 

Let it suffice that Cournos gives us 
modern realism minus the nasty angle, 
manages to keep the interest alive, ad- 
mirably portrays the sodden and neu- 
rasthenic romance (save the mark) of 
his types, and_has reached the second 
stage of an tal version of “ Jean 
Christophe.” As for technique, he has 
attained that rare attribute of employ- 
ing words as a medium and not as an 


end. 
If you like that sort of thing you'll 
appreciate Cournos., 


Mrs. Seymour, on the other hand, at- 
tempts realism on the English scale 
and succeeds in being old fashioned in 
method, a poetess of passion, an exem- 
plary female delineator of age old 
themes, and the producer of a tale that 
is well composed. 

It is Mrs. Seymour’s first bow in 
novel form. It appeared in England 
in 1920, and was called by one Lon- 
don newspaper “the best novel of the 
year.” It may have been. To the 
American public it will perhaps appeal 
as a story by a British lady about an- 
other English lady who failed to re- 
main one, and whose trials and tribu- 
lations were written out for the peru- 
sal of other British ladies.
